All things considered, Holland and 
Switzerland* the two 
great modern 
asylums for 
fallen 
monarchs, have 
gotten along with their distinguished 
guests rather better than might have 
been anticipated^ The refugee Hoh- 
enzollerns, Hapsburgs, 
etc., 
do not 
seem to have made a great deal of 
trouble. 
For a time it looked as if 
Holland might he placed in an awk­ 
ward predicament through the appar­ 
ent determination of the aJlied gov­ 
ernments to bring the former kaiser to 
trial; but the allies were not so fixed 
in this purpose as they seemed to be, 
and the dilemma 
which for a while 
seemed to threaten the Dutch was 
avoided. As for the conspiracies and 
plots wThich it was predicted would 
center around the refugee emperors 
and kings and make Holland and 
Switzerland hotbeds of intrigue, there 
have been few ,surface signs of any­ 
thing of the sort. If it has been going 
on, it has been pretty well concealed. 
It is somewhat 
surprising, there­ 
fore, to learn that at this late date 
there is profound dissatisfaction in 
both Holland and 
Switzerland over 
the presence of the royal refugees. 
The former kaiser and the former 
crown prince in Holland and the for­ 
kier emperor of Austria-Hungary in 
Switzerland are just now the subject 
of more serious discussion 
in 
the 
Dutch and the Swiss newspapers than 
at any other time since the early days 
of their exile and sentiment in favor 
of their expulsion seems to be stronger 
than at any previous time. Of course, 
these are matters 
which 
the Dutch 
and the Swiss will have to decide for 
themselves. They would not now b t 
so much exercised over the questions 
involved if there were not good cause 
for the new and livelier interest they 
are showing.

The saving of $2,000,000 a day is 
more than double that estimated by 
the late Senator Aldrich of Rhode Is­ 
land some years ago, who declared 
that, if we wer# general manager of 
the United States, he could cut operat­ 
ing costs $300,000,000 annually.

00,000 at the end of the year, or al­ 
most three-quarters of a billion.

“I am reminded of a tourist anec­ 
dote.

Vertical Vanes Used In 
Windmills 
Forestall Possibility of Idleness 
in Any Weather. 


Europe Is facing a serious shortage 
of fuel, of all kinds. Coal, gas, gaso­ 
line, wood, alcohol—all these fuels are 
lacking. 
The result is that inventors 
have turned out in force to solve the 
power problem In new ways. A French 
inventor has developed a new' form of 
windmill in which vertical vanes are 
uM. The advantages of this form are 
said to be: Power—no matter in what 
direction the wind is blowing; noise­ 
less operation; the w indmill does not 
have to turn about, with consequent 
loss of time; there is no danger from 
strong winds or gales; it develops 
five times the power derived from usual 
forms of windmills; there is practical­ 
ly no upkeep or operating expense. 
The builder says that he is ready to 
undertake the building of such wind 
mills in all capacities from one-half to 
IOO horse power and over. The wind­ 
mill fs recommended to be run in con­ 
nection with an electric generator and 
storage battery, so that, when the 
wind is blowing, electrical energy is 
stored up for use dufing the calm 
Weather. 
However, it is estimated 
that lite windmill can operate in prac­ 
tically any weather, and but very few 
Idle days are encountered throughout 
the year, writes Here ward Carrington 
in L e slie ’s. 
This windmill may prove 
of the greatest practical value to many 
farmers and those desirous of obtain­ 
ing power cheaply and easily

; tions now find themselves severely 
{cramped for cash. 
Many#of them on the assumption 
that payments would be made as 
they were made during the period 
of federal control, saw a good op­ 
portunity to use some surplus re­ 
sulted from the last wage award by 
the Railroad Labor
